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A.  STRAND  RATIONALE  AND  PHILOSOPHY 


RATIONALE 

Throughout  history,  people  have  practised 
various  forms  of  body  care,  grooming  and 
enhancement  for  personal,  social,  cultural  and 
religious  reasons.  Some  practitioners  have 
applied  their  abilities  in  the  workplace  by 
providing  professional  cosmetology  services  to 
clients.  The  personal  and  professional  care, 
grooming  and  enhancement  of  the  human  body  is 
supported  by  an  array  of  industries  including 
those  that  manufacture  cosmetics  and  related 
equipment,  tools  and  supplies  for  personal  and/or 
professional  use,  and  those  that  provide 
professional  cosmetology  services.  Each  of  these 
industries  provide  career  opportunities  for 
suitably  qualified  people. 

Cosmetology  Studies  is  a  strand  in  the  personal 
and  community  services  area  of  Career  and 
Technology  Studies.  The  Cosmetology  Studies 
curriculum  focuses  on  personal  and  professional 
grooming,  body  care  and  enhancement  practices, 
and  provides  students  opportunities  to  explore 
and  prepare  for  cosmetology-related  career 
options. 

Cosmetology  Studies  encourages  the  use  of  the 
student-centred  process  approach,  which 
combines  the  development  of  thinking  processes 
and  practiced  skills  in  concrete,  realistic 
learning  situations.  Throughout  the  program 
students  are  encouraged  to  solve  problems,  make 
decisions  and  to  develop  the  abilities   and 


flexibility  to  adapt  quickly  to  new  situations, 
including  changes  in  career  paths. 

Each  module  in  Cosmetology  Studies  provides 
opportunities  for  students  to  link  practice  to 
theory;  that  is,  to  link  concrete  and  psychomotor 
learning  experiences  to  more  abstract  thought 
processes  and  levels  of  thinking. 

Cosmetology  Studies  modules  are  designed  to 
encourage  students  to  transfer  competencies 
they  have  developed  in  other  courses,  core  and 
complementary,  as  well  as  through  hobbies, 
interests  and  other  experiences.  By  developing 
basic,  transferable  and  career-specific 
knowledge,  skills  and  attitudes  in  the  context  of 
cosmetology,  students  will  have  the  ability  to 
relate  theory  to  practice,  apply  competencies  in  a 
variety  of  relevant  situations  and  respond  with 
confidence  when  meeting  personal  and 
professional  challenges. 


PHILOSOPHY 

The  emerging  workplace  will  require  that  new 
entrants  be  lifelong  learners,  are  able  to  access 
information  and  use  technology  as  an  aid  to 
solving  problems  and  making  decisions.  For 
these  reasons,  the  Cosmetology  Studies 
curriculum  is  designed  to  assist  students  to 
develop  knowledge,  skills  and  attitudes  that  will 
enable  them  to: 
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become  responsible  citizens  and  develop  an 
appreciation  for  and  a  further  understanding 
of  why  personal  appearance  is  significant  in 
the  home,  at  school  and  in  the  workplace 

identify  and  access  career  opportunities  in 
cosmetology  and  appreciate  the  preparation 
needed  to  enter  and  progress  in  related  fields 

develop  confidence  and  flexibility  as  they 
assume  adult  roles  and  responsibilities  and 
move  into  the  workplace  and/or  further 
education  and  training  programs. 
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B.  STRAND  ORGANIZATION 


CURRICULUM  STRUCTURE 

Cosmetology  Studies,  like  other  Career  and 
Technology  Studies  curricula,  has  been 
developed  using  a  modular  design.  A  module  is  a 
unit  of  curriculum  that  should  be  achieved  by 
most  students  in  approximately  25  hours  of 
learning. 

The  Cosmetology  Studies  curriculum  is 
organized  into  three  levels  of  learning: 
introductory,  intermediate  and  advanced.  The 
introductory  level  is  directed  at  students  without 
any  previous  experience  in  the  strand.  The 
intermediate  level  is  directed  at  students  who 
can  demonstrate  the  exit-level  competencies 
outlined  for  introductory  modules.  The  advanced 
level  is  directed  at  students  who  can  demonstrate 
the  exit-level  competencies  outlined  for 
intermediate  modules. 

Introductory  level  modules  within  Cosmetology 
Studies  encourage  exploration  and  establish  a 
foundation  of  related  knowledge,  skills  and 
attitudes. Learning  experiences  begin  at  a 
concrete  level,  and  help  students  to  recognize  the 
significance  of  personal  and  professional 
grooming  practices.  Intermediate  level  modules 


emphasize  career  awareness  and  job 
opportunities  and  provide  opportunities  for 
tudents  to  further  develop  their  ability 
tosprovide  grooming  services  to  themselves  and 
others.  Advanced  level  modules  emphasize 
preparation  and  empowerment  and  provide 
opportunities  for  students  to  develop  more 
specialized  knowledge,  skills  and  attitudes 
relevant  to  careers  in  cosmetology  and  related 
areas,  and  to  further  education  and  training.

This  dimension  of  the  program  contains  the 
learner  expectations  specified  in  introductory, 
intermediate  and  advanced  level  modules.

Integrating  concepts  describe  learning  elements 
addressed  in  each  theme,  and  provide  linkages 
among  the  modules  and  relevance  for  student 
learning. 

Learning  Contexts 

The  personal  learning  context  focuses  on  the 
development  of  competencies  appropriate  to 
personal  body  care,  grooming  and  enhancement. 

The  professional  learning  context  focuses  on  the 
development  of  competencies  required  to  pursue 
work  and/or  further  education  or  training  in 
cosmetology. 


Cosmetology  Studies  modules  may  be  offered  by 
schools  for  one  credit  each,  or  as  courses  that 
combine  3,  4  or  5  modules  for  3,  4  or  5  credits 
respectively. 

Courses  may  be  designed  using  only 
Cosmetology  Studies  modules  or  by  combining 
these  modules  with  modules  from  other  Career 
and  Technology  Studies  strands;  e.g.,  Enterprise 
and  Innovation,  Design  Studies.

quality  of  results. 

Research  the  effect  of  using  heat  assisted  permanent  waving 
techniques  and  chemicals  on  hair;  use  appropriate  physical 
and  chemical  processes  and  products  to  perform  heat  assisted 
permanent  waves;  and  analyze  quality  of  waves. 

Analyze  clients'  needs  and  wants,  including  the  condition  of 
hair;  identify  and  describe  available  types  of  permanent 
waves;  recommend  a  permanent  wave  and  perform 
permanent  waving  services  appropriate  to  clients'  needs  and 
wants;  and  follow  safe  and  sanitary  work  practices.

and  conditions;  and  perform  facial  care  and  corrective 
makeup  techniques  to  enhance  the  condition  and  appearance 
of  the  face. 

Consult  with  clients  about  their  skin  care  needs;  analyze 
facial  shapes  and  skin  conditions;  use  a  variety  of  techniques 
and  materials  to  perform  a  variety  of  facial  services, 
including  surface  cleansing,  deep  cleansing  and  corrective 
makeup  techniques;  and  follow  safe  and  sanitary  work 
practices. 

Consult  with  clients  about  their  skin  care  needs;  analyze 
skin  care  needs,  recommend  and  perform  client-approved 
services  including  cleansing,  toning  (manual  and  electrical 
massage),  nourishing  and  protecting;  use  appropriate 
techniques,  materials  and  technology  for  each  service;  and 
follow  safe  and  sanitary  work  practices. 

Describe  the  anatomy  of  the  arm  and  hand;  identify  diseases 
and  disorders  of  the  hands  and  nails  and  discuss  their  effect; 
identify  hand  and  nail  conditions  that  may  be  treated  by  a 
manicurist;  recommend  and  perform  treatments  to  treatable 
conditions;  and  perform  plain  and  oil  manicures,  including 
hand  and  arm  massage.

Identify  and  describe  the  historical  trends  in  hairstyles  and 
makeup;  describe  the  relationship  between  historical 
changes  in  cosmetology  to  other  historical  changes  in 
society;  and  use  variety  of  equipment,  tools,  supplies  and 
creative  forming  and  finishing  techniques  to  recreate 
historical  hairstyles  and  facial  images. 

Define  and  describe  basic  principles  of  selling  and  service; 
demonstrate  acceptable  techniques  used  to  sell  goods  and 
services  and  provide  service  in  the  various  sectors  of  the 
cosmetology  industry;  and  identify  and  describe 
management-related  sales  and  service  tasks  performed  by 
cosmetologists  and  support  personnel.
